Strikers Protest Organ¬ 
ization of Citizens to 
Combat ‘Red’ Iaflnenee 


Locals Organized in Blairmore and Bellevue—Mast Meet¬ 
ing Next Tuesday in Coleman Opera House—Over 
500 Voluntarily Enrolled in League Up to This 
Morning—1000 Names Anticipated as Members 


A letter addressed to Premier 
Brownlee, over the signatures of W. 
Peters, J. Kurosky Jr., of Blairmore 
miners, and J. Price and J. F. Dugdale 
of Bellevue miners, has been handed 
to The Journal presumably for publi¬ 
cation. 

The letter protests against the po¬ 
lice being stationed here in greater 
numbers than usual during the atrilce, 
and complains of the organization of 
the Citizens’ League. 

It states.: “We understand the same 
people that are fostering this organ¬ 
ization also back the K.K.K., and is 
undoubtedly an open expression of 
the secret terroristic K.K.K. This or¬ 
ganization is out to smash our strike, 
our union and all working-class or¬ 
ganizations and drive us into scab 
conditions, and we will fight this to 
the last.” 

It further states: “The operators 
and their press are trying to brand 
our strike as a pure political strike, 
and that the only issue here is Com¬ 
munism. This is a lie, and they know 
it is a lie! Our strike can be settled 
any time the operators will agree that 
no miner will be discriminated ana 
blacklisted for his ideas or union ac¬ 
tivity, and that we will have the full 
right to belong to whatever organiza- 
. tion we wish to.”

Over one hundred citizens, includ¬ 
ing mine workers, business and pro¬ 
fessional men, met to organize a Citi¬ 
zens’ League to act in conjunction 
with similar leagues of Blairmore and 
Bellevue to combat Communism and 
to promote ideals of British citizen¬ 
ship among the workers of the Crows 
Nest Pass. 

A resolution as follows was passed: 

“We, the Coleman Citizens’ League, 
do hereby declare our adherence to 
Canadian law and institutions. It is 
our purpose to maintain the observ¬ 
ance of law and order and to keep 
the peace. We further declare our
